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N offering the present volume to the notice of club- 
women, its publishers are responding to a demand 
brought repeatedly to their notice for a complete 
and reliable directory of members of the different organiza- 
tions of women which have been established in Greater New 
York. 

Until within the last ten years perhaps no such publica- 
tion has been necessary, but since that time a revolution in 
the life of women has taken place. More and more generally 
they have come forth from the exclusive home life formerly 
regarded as their sphere, and taken their place among men in 
the great world of affairs. 

Their ever widening horizon has opened to them no 
more delightful field of experience than that of club associa- 
tion, and that they thoroughly recognize its influence and 
appreciate its charm is shown by the fact that there are in 
Greater New York and vicinity to-day over two hundred 
women's organizations of various kinds, comprising altogether 
upward of twenty thousand members, besides an important 
membership in a large number of the recreation clifbs of the 
outlying districts. 

Responding to many requests, the publishers have in- 
cluded a complete registry of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs of the entire United States. 
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The usefulness of such a record as that herein presented 
must be apparent even to those women whose interest lies 
only in the social aspect of the club, or in its convenience, 
while to those taking active part in club organization or 
administration it cannot fail to become an invaluable pos- 
session.
